N an interview with Mr. 
Craven on the new 
foothall rule, he says: "I 
am not exactly prepared to 
quote any set opinion of 
the new rules, and I do 
not helieve any of the coaches can do 
so at present. The game has under- 
gone so many radical changes that it will 
he necessary to work out a numher of 
new conditions hefore a definite opin- 
ion can be formed as to their efficacy. 

For instance, take 'scoring.' There 
have been various theories extended by 
different coaches and sporting editors as 
to whether a larger score than usual 
is probable under the new rules. Per- 
sonally, I believe that if a team scores 
in the first few minutes of the first quar- 
ter, they will soon run up a very large 
total. On the contrary if the two teams 
are very evenly matched, a "o to o" score 
would not surprise me. 

"One of the most radical changes is 
the abolition of what is known as the 
'helping spirit,' a characteristic so pro- 
nounced, that it has always marked one 
of the greatest technical differences be- 
tween football and track. In its place a 
larger amount of in dividual work and 
punting will be done. 

"In a way, the new rules will give the 
advantage to the light shifty men. The 
man who is quickest on his feet, dis- 
plays the greatest amount of 'headwork' 
and is an instinctively good dodger will 
run up the largest score for his team. 
Of course the heavy men are invaluable 
in their respective positions and North 
High is exceedingly fortunate in having 
a team peculiarly adaptable to the new 
rules, an unusually fast back field and a 
heavy, reliable line.

Miss Wright is a graduate of the Conservatory at Iowa College, and at Lincoln, Nebraska. Following her 
graduation at Lincoln C onservatory, Miss Wright did post-graduate work at the Chicago Conservatory. She is 
an authority on Public School Music, and lor three summers, has been lecturer on Public School Music at 
Evanston, Illinois. Her book, The Rational Method in Teaching Public School Music, is widely and favora- 
bly known. The most pretentious work that Des Moines pupils have done under Miss Wright's direction 
was the singing of Be Not Afraid, from the Messiah, and Unfold Ye Portals, from the Redemption, before the 
Iowa State Teachers' Association in 1908. A chorus of 450 voices chosen from the three high schools, with a 
combined orchestra, sang with remarkable success, The Pilgrims' Chorus from Tannhauser, for Commence- 
ment 1910. Two big musicales are being planned for North High. The music will be: The Bedouin Love 
Song, Faust, The Lost Chord. Nazareth from Gounod, and Hail Bright Abode from Tannhauser. 

Aside from Miss Wright's ability as a supervisor, she is a genial woman able to present her classes lofty 
ideals, and is doing much to raise the standard in musical taste in our city.

High alumni who make their own way through 
college. He was graduated in the third class that 
North High sent out, and in the last one that went 
from the old Forest Home building. Mr. Riddle 
graduated from Oberlin in 1900 and soon went in- 
to railroad work. This vocation took him into th 
Canal Zone and has recently called him to a posi- 
tion with the ( )regon Trunk railway with head- 
quarters at The Dalles, Oregon, which is a flour- 
ishing town on the hanks of the Columhia river and 
completely surrounded hy the brown Klickitat hills. 

In speaking of his work since leaving college, Mr. 
Riddle says: "The railroad plays an important 
part in the construction of the canal since its tracks 
are used for the disposal of the thousands of yards 
of spoil that are taken daily from the canal prism. 
Because the present line of the railroad fell within 
the proposed route of the canal in many places, it 
was necessary to re-locate the entire line across the 
Isthmus at a high level, and this has been a dif- 
ficult piece of engineering and construction work. 

There are about five thousand Americans on the 
Isthmus, all living in comfortable and convenient 
quarters provided by the United States Govern- 
ment.

ISS Nyswander and Miss Jones ha. 
probably had the most enjoyable and inter- 
esting vacation in their trip abroad of any 
of the various trips taken bv our faculty 
this last summer. 

In Scotland they visited all the scenes of Scott's 
Lady of the Lake and enjoyed a trip on the Rob 
Roy across Loch Katrine; in Edinburgh, they saw 
the Holy rood. 

In England they visited Stratford-on-Avon and 
Anne Hathaway s Cottage and spent several days 
in London. 

"What impressed me in Holland," said Miss 
Nyswander, "was the extreme cleanliness every- 
where. In all those quaint old fishing villages, you 
see the women down on their hands and knees 
scouring the steps in front of their homes. Then, 
too, they are never idle. You see women, and even 
baby girls, hardly old enough to toddle at their 
mother's skirts, knitting as they walk down th > 
streets. They still keep the dainty little caps, th 
quaint costumes and clumsy wooden sho s in th?ir 
villages.'' 

"We couldn't help but admire the Germans for 
their good solid virtues," said Miss Jones, "and 
they certainly are industrious. There is absolutely 
no time or labor-saving machinery ; you see the 
women and children working with the men in the 
fields, plowing with oxen, raking hay, doing all 
their harvesting by hand. They say in Berlin that 



the government does not encourage modern 
machinery, because it would throw so many 1 
out of work and make them virtually beggars 

"The trip down the Rhine is beautiful I 
extreme/' said Miss Nyswander. "The hilk 
covered with vineyards that slope right doi 
the water's edge. They say that these hills \\r 
barren and that the peasants carried the rich si 
to them in baskets." 

In Switzerland, Miss Jones had a rather 
ling experience. "We were way up in th? 
one day; a gentleman of the party and I had 
dered a little away from the rest in search offe 
me-nots when we saw a great cloud coming I 
us. You have no idea how rapidly it i 
We ran as fast as we could but in an ini 
had completely surrounded us. It may seem 
to you, but it was no joke with us; we coiil 
see a foot in front of us while all around 
could hear the roar of the avalanches. We 
b olutely bewildered as to all direction,! 
nletely lost in a cloud. If possible, it drenck 
vow than a hard rain would have done. Of* 
in a very few minutes it lifted and we saw 
of the party over in another valley, searching 
tically for us." 

"I cannot say that I enjoyed the Alps any! 
than our own Rockies except perhaps that tW 
are not so widely separated," said Miss Nysw 
"But I enjoyed Switzerland more than am 
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country except Scotland. Perhaps this was because 
Americans are admired and looked up to by the 
Swiss, while as a general rule they are much dis- 
liked in the other regions on the Continent. An- 
other fact that impressed me, was that in Switzer- 
land there are no beggars. There is a trade bureau 
paid by the Government to find employment for 
men out of work and begging of all kinds is pro- 
hibited. Now in Italy, the streets are crowded with 
beggars. Everyone is a professional in the art; even 
little babies, almost before they can walk or talk, 
toddle up with their hand outstretched. 

"At Rome, we made all of the usual trips to the 
ruins, but one of the most beautiful incidents of 
our whole tour was our visit to the ruins of the 
Coliseum," said Miss Jones. "It was a moonlight 
night and by moonlight the masses of stone are so 
softened and changed that you see none of the 
defects but merely the beauties of the architecture. 

This particular night a party of Italians had com? 
out to the Coliseum and their singing, in Italian, 
added an indescribable charm to the ruins. How- 
ever, there was an unromantic part to the incident. 
We sat on the cages where the old-time gladiators 
kept the wild beasts — and we were simplv full of 
fleas."

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Si( ) many inquiries have come to me as to the 
quality of football played by the teams of 
eastern Iowa, especially Clinton, the new 
— — ' state champions, that I take this occasion 
to answer. It is generally believed in the city that 
East High was caught napping at Iowa City and 
could have won, had they played the game they did 
against both North and West. While this may be 
true, I am inclined to believe that either Clinton or 
Iowa City would have driven either North or East 
to the limit or an even break of luck. Both teams 
were heavy and fast and displayed good knowledge 
of the game. 

The great difference in the play of both Clinton 
and Iowa City, and the city teams, was the greater 
speed and fierceness of their defensive work. The 
play was not so smooth, the team work less perfect 
and the varietv of attack lacking, yet the individual 
fight seemed greater. Both teams lined up faster 
than did the city teams, the lines charged with more 
determination and were able to get through the 
w eak and slow forming interference more often. 
This was especially true of the Clinton tackles, who 
in my judgment are superior to anything in the 
state, save Taylor the star Iowa City lineman. How 
they would have worked against the strong city 
lines and the more perfect interference I am unable 
to say — but at Iowa City the oppenents attack was 
so disorganized after the first quarter that few gains 
were made.

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NA'i ION will soon go to pieces if its credit 
is not good; therefore, when we say that 
Alexander Hamilton established and built 
up the credit of the United States, in a way 
we are justified in (ailing him almost the founder, 
certain ly the preserver, ot our constitution and the 
great free commonwealth it governs. 

To understand his measures, one must in some 
degree become acquainted with the man, and his 
political views. Hamilton was a blue-blooded aris- 
tocrat, descended from the best of Hugenot and 
Scotch families; his splendid education developed so 
brilliant an intellect, that in his teens we see him 
as one of the leaders among the great orators and 
statesmen of that day. Although he undoubtedly 
played the greatest part in securing the adoption and 
ratification of the Constitution, he had no faith in 
it as a permanent instrument of government; it 
merely offered the L r reatrst chance for a strong cen- 
tral government of any of the plans presented, and 
Hamilton was nationalistic to his finger tips. He 
had no faith in the great masses of the people; he 
advocated putting the government into the hands of 
the few, the leaders, the thinkers, the aristocrats. 

Although at the time of Washington's inaugura- 
tion there were no political parties, two soon grew 
into existence, the issue between which was the con- 
struction or interpretation of the Constitution. 
Jefferson headed the more democratic party, uphold- 
ing the spirit of Individualism; that is, giving the 
local or states' governments as much power as pos- 
sible, and the central government as little as possi- 
ble ; thereby using the strict interpretation of the 
Constitution, reserving any powers, not specifically 
granted therein to the central government, to the 
states. Hamilton lead the other party, unholding 
the spirit of Nationalism; that is, giving as little 
power as possible to the states, and as much as pos- 
sible to the central government, thereby using the 
loose or broad construction of the Constitution. 

At the close of the Revolutionary War, our cen- 
tral government found itself fifty-four millions of 
dollars in debt, eleven millions of which were owed 
to foreign countries, while the balance, or forty- 
three millions, comprised the domestic debt. This 
had been contracted for various supplies and services 
[)f the colonists for which they had taken bonds as 
promises of full payment. 

Meanwhile, the so-called government had fallen 
lower and lower in repute until it was no longer 
respected abroad, because it had failed to carry out 
a single treaty or pay one of its foreign debts. Thus, 
w ith positively no national credit, paper money had 
naturally depreciated and government bonds were 



gathered up by speculators at one-fifth of their face 
value. 

Everyone agreed with him that the foreign I 
Jebt should be paid in full, but Madison argued 
that the domestic one should be settled by paying 
the one-fifth to the holders of the bonds, and 
the difference of four-fifths to the original owners. 
But Hamilton said, "No! If your government is 
ever going to be respected, if its credit is ever to be 
established, its bonds must be worth their face value 
at any time, under any circumstances, regardless of 
their past or present owners." 

Thus did Alexander Hamilton establish and 
maintain the credit of the United States; and from 
that day to this, a promise to pay of our govern- 
ment, even though it may have been stolen, is paid 
in full to the bearer. 

Next, he turned his attention to a plan whereby 
he could give the central government the very 
power which had been the main issue in the struggle 
with England, the power ot direct taxation by the 
central legislative body. During the war the states 
had also accumulated large debts, and Hamilton pro- 
posed that the central government should assume a 
certain portion of these; for he very shrewdly sat 
that the only wav in which the states would be very 
enthusiastic about being taxed by Congress, was in 
seeing Congress thereby made liable to pay their 
debts. These were much heavier in the Northern 
states, with the exception of Pennsylvania, than 
among the Southern ones. The latter states, how- 
ever, were eager for the National Capital to be lo- 
cated on the Potomac river; so Hamilton went to 
Jefferson and suggested that they should com- 
promise, in that Jefferson should get enough South- 
erners to vote for Assumption, and he himself would 
secure enough Northern votes to place the capital on 
the Potomac. This scheme was carried through to 
Jefferson's lite-long regret, and the precedent ot 
Congress' employing the powers of direct as well a> 
indirect taxation was firmly established. 

Hamilton now sought again to enlarge the power 
of the central government by accustoming the people 
to loose construction of the constitution and demon- 
strating india-rubber qualities of the implied power 
clause. He advised the establishing of a National 
Hank, which, he argued, would make the collection 
of taxes much easier. Of course, Jefferson's party 
could nowhere find the words, "Congress shall have 
power to establish a National Hank, in the 
Constitution, but by stretching the implied power 
clause in connection with the one stating that "Con- 
gress shall have power to lay taxes," Hamilton se- 
cured his object. 

At this time a bill pertaining to slavery was much 
desired by the Southerners, while the Northerners 
were fighting for a protective tariff. As almost no 
manufacturing was done in the South, thev naturally 
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did not desire the latter bill, but by another com- 
promise Hamilton secured the passing of our first 
tarift law. 

1 he influence of Hamilton's measures can hardly 
be over-estimated because, although the Articles ot 
Confederation had been wrecked on the rocks of In- 
dividualism, the growing tendency towards Na- 
tionalism was spreading more slowly over the masses 
ot the common people than the leaders and thinkers 
or the day. Alexander Hamilton established our 
foreign and domestic credit, one of the greatest es- 
Miitials ot any nation; he placed the power of direct 
taxation in the hands ot the central government, a 
function that had given the kings of France un- 
limited power and authority, and the lack of which 
(UK always been the stumbling block of the English 
rulers; he proved the elasticity of our Constitution 
and the almost unlimited power of the implied 
power clause; he secured the first protective tariff 
law. He aimed to build a strong centralized gov- 
ernment; his watchword was "Nationalism." Has 
any man done more for our government ?
